PLACES  WORTHY  OP  A  VISIT  BY  STRANGERS. 


Boston  Common,  one  of  the  most  delightful  parks  in  the  world,  contains  48 
acres,  and  its  malls  are  shaded  by  upwards  of  1000  Elm  Trees.  The  State 
House  overlooks  the  Common.  From  the  Cupola  a  fine  view  of  the  surrounding 
country  can  be  had.  Strangers  admitted  at  all  hours  during  the  day,  free  of 
charge.  *  >  - 

Other  objects  interesting  to  the  stranger,  are  the  Custom  Souse,  a  splendid 
edifice,  built  of  Quincy  Granite ;  Faneuil  Hall,  the  "  Cradie  of  Liberty ; "  Quincy 
Hall,  opposite  Faneuil  Hall ;  Merchants  Exchange,  State  street ;  the  Reservoir, 
on  Beacon  Hill ;  Perkins  Institution  for  the  Blind,  South  Boston.  Visitors  admit- 
ted on  the  first  Saturday  of  erfch  month.  Permits  obtained  at  the  office  and 
sales  room  of  the  Institution,  Nos.  20,  and  22  Bromfield  street,  Boston. 

Riding  around  among  the  delightful  towns  which  environ  the  city,  the  stranger 
will  find  many  objects  of  attraction  and  interest  worthy  of  being  visited. 
Among  these,  are  the  Navy  Yard;  Bunker  Hill,  on  which  stands  the  Monument 
erected  to  the  memory  of  Gen.  Warren;  Massachusetts  State  Prison,  to  which 
a  visitor  can  be  admitted  on  payment  of  a  fee  of  25  cents  ;  Mount  Auburn,  situ- 
ated in  Old  Cambridge,  abont  five  miles  from  the  city,  is  well  worthy  of  visit- 
ing. Fresh  Pond,  near  Mount  Auburn,  is  a  splendid  sheet  of  water,  much  visit- 
ed; Harvard  College,  Cambridge.  Cars  leave  for  these  places,  from  the  Depot 
of  the  Fitchburg  Railroad,  Causeway  street ;  also  Omnibuses  leave  Brattle  street 
for  the  same  places.  tRoxbury,  Jamaica  Plains,  Brookline,  Brighton,  Dorchest.er, 
Dedham,  Quincy,  Medjord,  and  Lexington,  are  beautiful  places,  situated  within  ten 
miles  of  Boston. 

Those  who  love  the  sea-coast  will  find  pleasure  in  visiting  Nahant.  Hundreds 
visit  this  place  during  the  warm  weather,  for  the  purpose  of  bathing,  and  to  en- 
joy a  walk  or  ride  on  the  firm  beach.  Chelsea  Beach  is  much  frequented  by  the 
Bostonians.  Hingham,  Chhasset,  Lynn,  Point  Shirley,  Spectacle  Island,  and  Hull, 
are  also  noted  for  their  fine  beaches,  and  the  facilities  which  they  afford  for  sea- 
bathing. The' Eastern  and  Old  Colony  railroads  are  generally  within  a  mile  or 
two  of  these  beaches,  and  a  ride  down  in  the  cars  will  amply  repay  one  for  his 
trouble.  In  the  Summer,  steamboats  make  excursions  among  the  islands  in  the 
harbor  by  moonlight,  and  a  stranger  cannot  find  better  amusement  than  to  go  on 
these  excursions  "  by  moonlight,"  among  these  beautiful  islands.  Steamboats 
make  regular  trips  to  Nahant  and  Hingham. 


CAB  AND  COACH  FARES. 

For  carrying  Passengers  from  one  place  to  another  within  the  city  proper,  25  c. 

For  children  between  three  and  twelve  years  of  age,  if  more  than  one,  or  if 
accompanied  by  an  adult,  half  price  only  is  to  be  charged  for  each  child ;  and 
for  children  under  three  years  of  age,  when  accompanied  by  their  parents,  or 
any  adult,  no  charge  is  to  be  made. 

Every  driver  or  owner  of  any  lioensed  carriage  shall  carry  with  each  passen- 
ger one  trunk  and  a  valise,  saddle-bag,  carpet-bag,  portmanteau,  box,  bundle, 
basket,  or  other  article  used  in  travelling,  if  he  be  requested  so  to  do,  without 
charge  or  compensation  therefor ;  but  for  every  trunk  or  other  such  article  as 
above-named,  more  than  two,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and  receive  thQ 
sum  of  5  cents. 


BOSTON  COMMON. 


It  contains  48  acres.  The  Iron  Fence  is  6,932  feet  in  length,  and  cost  upwards 
of  $100,000.  Cochituate  water  introduced  October  25,  1848.  Water  is  thrown 
to  the  height  of  92  feet. 

The  Common  has  many  historical  recollections  to  attach  it  to  the  hearts  of  the 

Eeople.  From  the  earliest  settlement  of  Boston,  it  attracted  attention,  which 
as  been  increasing  ever  since.  It  has  several  times  been. in  danger  of  invasion, 
but  thanks  to  the  wisdom  that  then  preserved  it,  and  which  has  since  rendered 
it  inaccessible.  The  example  should  be  heeded  by  all  bodies  who  legislate  for 
the  health  and  happiness  of  posterity.  Had  this  spot  been  sacrificed  to  satisfy 
the  cravings  of  public  or  private  cupidity,  language  would  fail  in  attempting  to 
describe  the  injury  it  would  have  inflicted  upon  the  city,  or  the  contempt  that 
would  have  covered  the  perpetrators  of  the  deed. 

Anxiety,  however,  for  the  future  welfare  of  the  Common,  may  well  remain 
unaroused,  as  under  the  auspices  of  the  City  Government  it  must  receive  proper 
improvement.  Much  is  now  doing  to  render  the  place  still  more  attractive. 
Great  credit  is  due  our  worthy  Mayor,  for  the  efficiency  which  has  been  ex- 
hibited in  improving  it  the  present  year.  A  superintendent  has  recently  been 
appointed  to  take  charge  of  it,  whose  efforts  are  giving  it  an  additional  beauty* 
Several  years  since  the  ashes  and  dirt  that  were  carted  on  the  Malls,  were  found 
to  operate  against  the  healthy  condition  of  the  trees.  Plantain  weeds  sprang  up 
also,  to  the  great  injury  of  the  grass.  This  year  these  evils  have  been  remedied. 
The  ashes  have  been  removed,  and  about  thirty  loads  of  the  plantain  carried  off. 
The  consequence  is,  a  healthier  appearance  among  the  trees,  and  a  more 
luxurious  growth  of  grass. 

Previous  to  1836,  the  Common  was  enclosed  by  a  plain,  unpretending  wood- 
en post,  three- rail  fence.  The  present  substantial  iron  fence  was  built  at  this 
date  and  makes  an  imposing  appearance. 

The  Malls  are  wide,  gravelled  and  smooth,  and  are  deemed  the  most  delight- 
ful promenade  grounds  in  the  world.  They  are  beautifull3r  shaded  by  majestic 
elm  and  other  trees,  to  the  number  of  upwards  of  one  thousand,  some  of  which 
were  planted  over  a  hundred  years  ago. 

The  time  honored  elm  still  stands,  the  most  significant  and  attractive  of  all, 
and  crowds  on  all  public  days  pay  it  a  special  visit.  It  has  been  strengthened 
by  the  aid  of  art,  and  it  is  enclosed  by  a  fence  to  prevent  its  admirers  from 
plucking  a  remembrancer  from  its  rough  exterior.  By  its  side  lies  the  Frog 
Pond,  but  not  the  one  of  yore.  Cochituate  Lake  now  pours  her  glistening 
stream  upon  its  rocky  bed,  and  its  waters  leap  and  seem  to  laugh  for  joy  that 
they  have  come  to  visit  the  far-famed  garden  of  liberty.  The  wants  of  visitors 
have  been  anticipated,  and,  to  give  all  the  privilege  of  drinking  the  pure  bever- 
age, hydrants  have  been  placed  in  different  parts  of  the  Common. 

In  early  times  the  name  of  11  Crescent  Pond  "  was  given  to  this  sheet  of  wa- 
ter, and  it  has  been  known  as  "  Quincy  Lake,"  but  none  has  been  in  so  com 
mon  use  as  that  of  "  Frog  Pond,"  which  now  claims  precedence  only  by  custom. 

Several  improvements  in  the  Common  are  in  contemplation,  and  among  others 
is  the  novel  one  of  extending  the  limits  of  the  pond  around  the  hill  adjoining. 
It  would  make  a  beautiful  island,  accessible  by  bridges,  add  a  "greater  variety 
to  the  Common,  and  exhibit  a  grander  spectacle  to  visitors.  The  wisdom  of 
such  an  enterprise  none  will  doubt,  upon  a  moment's  reflection,  and  it  will  lead 
the  way  to  other  and  greater  improvements.— Boston  Directory.  •
